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Although all foreign firms were closed by the Coramunists at the beginning of 
their occupation and receipts issued for all ccrafisoated property, the private 
prc^rty of Germans and Italians was not touched, with the exception of motor 
cars, radios, and firearas# Contrary to rumors, Germans and Italians wore only 
oceasicmlly molested by Communist trooips at the beginning of the occupation, 
and relations have since lE^provede These foreigners are now invited to offi- 
cial social affairs^ Sane of the German bTU$inessmen have been asked to aid in 
the rehabilitation of foreign trade*
